In a recent issue there was an item in our “Long Years 
Ago” column that mentioned Dr. Lackner in 1903 promis:| 
ed a three-plank sidewalk would be laid in the spring to! 
ill houses built on Lackner estate property. Probably this. 
Was done—we do not know—but at the present time there 
is certainly a need for sidewalks and gravel roads in East 
Didsbury. The gravel is gradually being put on the roads, 
and no doubt the present council have in mind to continue 
this practice until all roads are gravelled. Possibly, too, 
they are looking ahead to the time in the not too distant 
futire when they will authorize sidewalks to be construct- 
ein East Didsbury. Por the convenience of our good citi- 
zens in this part of town, we hope that this is so. 

That portion of Didsbury east of the track is going 
to play a large part in the expansion of our town. There 
are very few good building lots left west of the track, 
While the east part of town offers excellent building lots, 
with good drainage, and in the vears to come when our 
town becomes modern, East Didsbury will be the main 
residential sé@etion, 

Mor this reason East Didsbury should not be neglect- 
ed. Within the next three months, January 21 to be exact, 
Didsbury citizens will vote on 2 water and sewage plan 
for the town, and while this plan does not now include 
Fast Didsbury, there is little doubt that modern water and 
seware facilities will cnuse » building hoom in town, and 
when this boom comes East Didshury will benefit. Follow- 
ine the erection of buildings on some of the vacant lots, it 
will he possible to extend the proposed water and sewage 
evstem to Fast Didsbury and a modern, compact town, the 
dreams of many old timers, is in store for us.
